Be Obtained from City and 
Town Clerks 


Voting by mail, which hag always 


been more or less of a troublesome 
process, has been made easier by the 
passage of a new law which permits 
clerks In towns, cities and villages to 
issue blanks and filo 
a ballot. A 


task 
heretofore restricted to ' the 


county clerk, according to 
.John 


Hantschel, county'clerk. A qualified 
voter may make application for mall 
ballots not more than 20 or less than 
3 days preceding a primary or an 
election. 


Such application must bo made on 


forms provided by the county clerk 
Upon receipt of application, the clerk 
will deliver to the voter a ballot not 
more than ten days less than three 
Cays preceding tho election. 


The ballot must then be returned 


to the clerk. If the application be 
made in person, It may be made not 
later than the regular office hours 
of the day preceding election. 


The ballot may be returned up to 


and including election day, Mr. Hant- 
schel states, but he advises all voters 
who will be out ot tho city and who 
wish to vote- by mall to gefc. their 
ballots in as early as possible. If is 
arrives so late that It cannot 
be 


sent to the voting precinct before the 
polls close, the vote will not count. 


Ho suggests that voters send In their 
ballots at least the day preceding the 
election. 


Application lor a mall ballot must 


be sworn to before a notary public 
or before the clerk and_the affidavit 
on the envelope in which the ballot is 
returned must also be sworn to be- 
fore notary or clc-rk. 


Tho only persons qualified to vote 


by mail are those who are to be out 
of their respective" voting precincts 
on election day or whs, through ill- 
ness are unable to go to th'e polls in 
person.
